The suit in 
all probability will be started by one 
of the members of the Milwaukee Mer- 
chants and Manufacturers' 
association,

In Effect -Sept i. 


This suit will -be welcomed by 
the 


friends of the law, who arc hoping that 
it will be entered before the supreme 
curt adjourns for the summer; in order 
that it may be placed on the August 
calendar and decided before Sept. 1. On 
this date the compensation feature of 
the law, together with the provisions 
abolishing the two principal defenses in 
industrial accident'cases, will go into ef- 
fect.

Mitchell and Frank Morrison, president, 
vice president and -secretary respectively 
of the 'American Federation of Labor, 
had been erroneously sentenced to jail 
on a charge of contempt of .a local court. 


The court held that the contempt 'pro- 


ceedings should have -been held a civil 
and not a criminal case. 


The court was led to hold that the

contempt proceedings in this case must 
IB civil in nature because criminal pun- 
.shmcnt is exercised by courts to force 
Dersona to do acts comm'andcd. In the- 
present case the -x>urt took the view- 
that the labor men were being sent.to 
jail, not to make them do anything the 
court ordered, but because of something 
they have done.

Hoard in Jefferson County Union: 


The fact is that the fanner is mainly 
interested if he could know it, in build- 
ing up the manufacturing interests of 
the country,' for the more manufacturers 


•e, have the more mouths there are for 


the farmer to feed. 
Reciprocity was 


calculated to promote very largely our. 
trade with Canada .in manufactured 
goods. The tariff wall hurt and hindered 
that trade, i 
Reciprocity would 
help 


expand it. Already nearly-200 million of 
dollars in American capitaJ has gone 
over to Canada to.build factories there. 
That was done to get rid of paying the 
high tariff rates that Canada imposes. 
Was it for the interests of the farmers 
and laboring men of the United States 
that those goods should be manufactur- 
ed in Canada? 
The labor was taken the auditorium 


from- our workmen and the food from day school room, 
the Yankee farmer. Did that help cith- 
er of them? 


Now in some of the things that the 


Yankee farmer produces there is a .re- 
duction of tariff rate in this reciprocity 
treaty. At once the papers and .politic- 
ians raise a howl and try to make the 
farmers this «ide of the 
line believe 


•that they are -badly hit. 


The thing that will hit the Yankee 


farmer 
the hardest and most 
disas- 


trously is a set back in the tide of man- 
ufacturing in the United States. Then 
the workman stops working and of 
course he stops buying the " farmer's 
food all he can. That creates a surplus 
of food on tho market and down go 
prices and stagnation ensues. 


President Taft believed that reciproc- 


ity would give an ndded impulse to the 
manufacturing of American goods 
and 


in the end that it would hel-p tltc Amer- 
ican farmer more a good deal tha,n idle 
labor would help him. 


The fanner had reason to fight shy of 


these poltroal Greeks, who are interested 
mainly i" misleading him in order to 
got liin vote. He' of all men should sec 
that 
he prospers best 
when the la- 


boring men arc fully employed. Any- 
thing that will stimulate manufacturing 
stimulates the consumption of farmer's 
food product and that is what Taft had 
in mind wh«n he negotiated the reciproc- 
ity treaty. Elaine wiw it when lie said 
about the Dingloy tariff that without re- 
ciprocity it would not help the sale of. 
one barrel of flour to other nations. But 
thfi American farmer should always re- 
member that it is his own market that 
is the one that givca him the greatest 
profit and so he should beware of those 
men who are trying to break down that 
market.

Plsee over the box and let' it 
stand for 24 hours. 
In that, time the 


vaseline will have absorbed the perfume 
of the rose leaves. 
Throw away the 


leaves and put in a fresh layer and let 
it stand for 24 hours again. Allow three 
separate layers of leaves to one layer of 
yaselinei 
Scrape off the vaseline, put 


ln"a-jar-and- pour alcohol over it. Just 
is the vaseline had absorbed the roses' 
perfume so the spirit will capture it 
from the vaseline. 


Essentials of Life.—Sleep, like 
food 


and'drink, is.-one«of the essentials of 
life. Seven, eight, or possibly nine hours, 
in the opinion of Good Health, are re- 
quired for the rest and the refreshment 
of our physical energies. He who cuts 
down his sleep is burning the candle at 
both ends. The man or woman who suc- 
cessfully courts sound sleep on reaching 
the pillow, and who takes as much us 
nature requires, is capable of doing an 
snormaus amount of hard work daily. 


Sleeplessness is a grave sympton. Its 


warning should be promptly heeded be- 
fore it is too late, for insomnia is often 
a precursor of most grave nerve and 
brain disturbances. 


And one feels to add a word of caution 


to. those who nre slighting in various 
ways. Not a few are planning to earn 
money while working at one thing to fit 
themselves for another sphere. If it can 
be done, well and good, but it is suicidal 
n"ot to take necessary time for sleep, good 
regular meals and some outdoor exer- 
cise. 


• -Whitening Linen,—Yellowed linen can 
easily be whitened by boiling it in a 
lather .made with milk instead of water. 
The soap thould be -sljredded and stirred 
into a pan of the boiling milk, and whip- 
ped with a fork until it froths. When 
quite melted, the linen may be dropped 
in'and boiled for half an hour. 


To complete the whitening of the yel-. 


lowed linen, it must • be removed from 
the milk soapsuds at the end of half an 
hoar and' dropped into a soapy lather, 
made-also—like the first—of the purest 
white soap. 
After rinsing the linen in 


it, it must be rinsed in two successive 
•hanees of water, 'a little blue being add- 
ed-to'the lust rinse. 


Corned Beef.—While salt beef is not j 


as nutritious, not so digestible as fresh 
meat, it has its place. At times it is 
craved in'the same way that good hum 
lippcals >t9' the appetite satiated with 
Steaks chops and roasts. It is especially 
good Jn warm weather, with fresh vege- 
tables, and many people prefer to salt 
it at home. -It takes hut little time t.o 


-make a cold-.brine, and if it is strong 


rnoiigh so that a small portion of the 
ult will not dissolve, no matter how 
much it is stirred, then it is in good con- 
dition. Cut the meat into pieces not over 
6 inches thick, and do not let them lie 
in the brine too long, because the meat 
will then be too salt and hard. 


A scum rising oh brine is a sign that 


it is. not in'good condition. Scald it and 
add more salt, sugar and saltpeter, keep- 
ing the'original proportions of each, or 
else- throw it away, for it should not be 
used unless in perfect condition. Let the 
meat lie in the. brine three or four days, 
•when'it:.will be sufficiently soft: 
In a 


-large stone jar mix four cups of rock 
silt, one-half ounce of saltpeter and one- 
half cup-of brown 
Mignr, 
with

quarts x>f cold water. Stir until the KO!U- 
tion is as complete as it can be made, 
then lay in the pieces of moat that have 
been rubbed over well with salt. Lay a 
plate on the meat and a stone on that, 
then cover the jar. 
' What pieces to buy for corning is the 
next "question. 
Some .housewives select 


a solid piece from the round, but it is a 
more common way to buy cuts from the 
forequArter.- That part called the rattle 
rnnrl nnd also the brisket are each evt 
in-three pieces, and all are excellent for 
corning. The price years ago was low., 
but.iert some time past-no cut of beef is 
intensive, unless it may be the shin 
bone. , 


Beef that! has'been in brine but a few 


days is best put into boiling water to 
cook. As soon'as the water boils again 
ikim well and set back where it w'" 
nimm'er -until very tender. Corned beef 
is much better if cooled in the'water in 
which'it is cooked.' If beef is very salt 
it 'is l-better to put it on in cold water, 
but in--cither vase cook slowly.. When 
lioef is .to be pressed, place it with the 
rlbers-i running lengthwise of the pan or 
jnold.-as.th'e slices' will then cut across 
the'gr»in. Set another pan on the l«ef 
asd-i flatiron in it for a weight,

company. I

When I arrived at the office at 
2 p. m. UM tHennomrter wn« ia-nging 
beside the door where the sun shone di- 
rectly on it and it registered 38 degrees 
below zero. Itrwas three days later 
when the train got in. ' On the return 
trip to Milwaukee there were two men 
named Filer and Warfield, who came in- 
to tho car,where I was to get warm by 
my Ted -hot stove and you -better be- 
lieve I kept it red hot too. Well War- 
field went into another car. «nd when 
he came back he stopped "not longer than 
two minutes' to fix something that was
